we get down to the basic issues. 
Until you reach the basic origins of 
disparity, you can do nothing about 
it. We offer instead of a competi¬ 
tive economy, a co-operative econo¬ 
my. We have a buoyant economy 
at present in Canadn but the farm¬ 
er is not floating on top of it. I 
think the farmer should receive his 
fair share. Three quarters of farm 
production is bought and used in 
Canada and tt is unfair that he 
should not get his share right here. 

All the speakers were agreed 
that the farmer should be receiv¬ 
ing a share of the income of the 
country comparable to his invest¬ 
ment and work and risk but Dr. 
Lawrence Kindt took the view that 
only the Diefenbaker program of¬ 
fering a new deal in agriculture 
would remedy the situation First, 
he said, Canadian families were 
overtaxed SI20 each last year and 
he said that a special session of 
Parliament would be called if the 
Conservatives were elected, to re¬ 
vise tax laws and reduce taxes. 

Dr. Kindt said that he had help¬ 
ed write the legislation for the 
Canadian Whont Board and the 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act in the thirties and they had 
been of great assistance to the 
farmer. "No one would willingly 
give up Ih.- Wheal -Board nnd I 
want Ip go a step further asking 
that the quota he established in 
advance before spring planting and 
floor prices set. "It can be esta¬ 
blished by economists within 5%”, 
lie said. “Steel corporations get to¬ 
gether anti estimate supply and de¬ 
mand nnd they control their out¬ 
put accordingly.

*9 The question period drew the 
Liberal candidate Burton out on 
whether Canada has too much 
social security. He replied that^he 
thought Canada is wealthy erftlugh 
to lend a helping hand to those less 
fortunate, however “it is true that 
about quarter of the tax dollar 
goes for social security and when 
the- hospital scheme comes in 
about a third will go for it. But I 
am proud that we can relieve 
people of worry and hardship in 
this way.” 

A couple of heckling type ques¬ 
tions unworthy of notice were ad¬ 
dressed to Mr. Hansell. He was 
also asked what his stand was 
when the terminal elevator strikes 
took place. Mr. Hansell replied 
that he had not discussed this in 
the house because Solon Low had 
taken up the Social Credit view 
but if the present audience wanted 
his view it was that, "like the rail¬ 
way firemen, the workers took ad¬ 
vantage of the situation. I would 
have handled It mueh differently. 
I think the big labor bosses have 
too much power.” 

Dr. Kindt, asked what his idea of 
an energy power commission would 
be, replied that he hoped for a 
"national energy authority, like 
the United States Federal Power 
Commission to watch over our 
power resources. This was recom¬ 
mended in the Alberta brief which 
I prepared for the Gordon Com¬ 
mission.” 

A question £jit to Burton on the 
government r p 1 u s this year 
brought the answer that for the 
first time in three years the 
government showed a surplus «nd 
since inflation is n feature of the 
present picture it is well to draw 
off temporarily some of the excess 
to check inflation. Canadians are 
investing and developing at a rate 
of 27% as compared with 16% in 
United^ States today, hence the 
need for seeking some deflationary 
action,” he said. “If there is one 
group hit by inflation it is the 
farmer.” 

Dr. Kindt, asked what the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative policy on 
old age pensions is, said .that many 
over seventy do not need pensions 
and that probably only 5 to 10% 
did. He suggested that without a 
means test pensions could be paid 
according to the cost of living, by 
means of a differential payment. 

Each candidate was given a re¬ 
buttal period of five minutes, Dr. 
Kindt indicating that the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative party is the only 
party which will be irv a position 
to form a government and that tne 
trend is to the Conservatives. He 
. advised against voting for splinter 
groups where “all you can do is 
sweep in' the corners.” Mr. Griffen 
developed hLs feed lot story indi¬ 
cating that all the other parties 
were presenting a fine picture of 
good feeding platforms, the Social 
Credit platform being complete 
with “legal lettuce” but only the 
C C.F. “speaks against the system 
which starves its citizens to save 
a few dollars.’’ 

Burton urged the importance of 
getting more farm members on the 
government side. Mr. Hansell 
doubted if the Conservatives could 
claim to be a national party ac¬ 
cording to iheir provincial stand¬ 
ings and he said that no doubt the 
Conservatives would get most of 
their support in Ontario and 
“Ontario, you know, has always 
attempted to bleed Western Can-
